Yet more than money is 
You will notice that the 


~ 
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average attendance has been low during the year. Absence of 
pupils from their classes interrupts the regular work of the 
school, and detracts from its efficiency. While a truant officer 
can do something to remedy this, it is a matter that rests very 
largely with the parents. 

The course of study suggested 1n the last report has been 
introduced by the present School Board. 

The needs of the Primary school may be set forth in the 
words of our last year’s report. Then we had in this school 
between seventy and eighty pupils, now we have ninety, 

‘The condition of the Primary school presents a more 
serious difficulty One half of the first floor of the school 
building is now given to this school. Between seventy and 
eighty scholars are crowded into this room with only one 
teacher to instruct and govern them. ‘This is a condition that 
calls for an immediate remedy. | Successful work in a Primary 
school depends upon the amount of attention the teacher can 
give to individual pupils. You will note that the time the 
teacher can give to each pupil on an average in one day is 4.8 
minutes. More than this, the pupils are so crowded in this 
room that two are compelled to occupy seats that were intended 
for only one. 

Your committee would recommend that provision be made 
for better accommondation of this school. Either a separate 
building should be erected or an addition made to the present 
building, so, that more room may be furnished. They would 
also recommend that with a larger room ‘an assistant primary 
teacher be employed. A single teacher should not be called 
upon to instruct eighty primary scholars.” 

In view of the needs of the school for the coming year, we 
would recommend that the District appropriate $800.00 for the 
support of schools at the next annual meeting.
